BLOODY NAZI-RED 
FIGHT CONTINUES 


Russians Crawl Forward, 
Yard by Yard, In Drive 
On Novorossisk 


(By Associated V m i) 
MOSCOW, May 11 — Red army 
troops crawling forward yard by 
yard In some of the bloodiest fight­ 
ing of the .Russian-German war 
since the days of 8talingrad, bat­ 
tled furiously today within the Ger­ 
man defense lines at Novorossisk, 
but it was reported they were meet­ 
ing stiffening Axis resistance. 
The Red air 
force 
meanwhile 
kept up a major scale series of a t­ 
tacks against the German supply 
lines all along the front but appar­ 
ently was not successful In halting 
the flow of supplies and reinforce­ 
ments the Germans pushed Into 
sectors of the Kuban to feed their 
numerous counter-attacks. 
Tanks, armored cars, 
motorized 
aitiilery and heavy field pieces were 
reported to have been brought In 
by the Germans. 
A dispatch from the Black sea 
fleet said that its airforce was con­ 
tinuing attacks upon enemy supply 
ships and land positions.

Famous Nazi Shock Troops 
Running For Their Lives 


Hitler's Once Proud German Divisions Are Just Des­ 
perate Rabble, Praying For Mercy

GROMBALIA ON CAP BON, May 10 —<Delayed)- Adolf Hitler’s 
famous shock troops became a desperate rabble, running for their lives 
into the hills of Cap Bon peninsula or surrendering in thousands to the 
British First Army today. 
The collapse of the once proud German divisions rivals that of 
their scorned Ital an satellites. 
All morning I have raced forward with the armored scout cars and 
seen the amazing spectacle of the German army humbled in the dust 
of a panicky retreat.

Countryside Littered With 
Ruins of Destroyed 
Axis Army

Axis troops caught in a death trap were reported sur­ 
rendering by the thousands as the British First Army slam­ 
med the door on perhaps 80,000 German and Italian soldiers 
huddled on Cap Bon peninsula in Tunisia today and front­ 
line accounts declared:
